Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
reference has failed to disclose or suggest an ophthalmic device for retaining a lens capsule, 
comprising a single rod forming a linear handle portion, an end of said rod being bent at an 
acute angle relative to the linear portion of the handle so that the end is not parallel to the linear 
portion of the handle, and an extension formed at a free portion of the end, wherein the 
extension is not parallel to the linear portion of the handle, wherein the extension includes two 
linear tips connected to and diverging from the end with respect to each other in opposite 
directions, and wherein each tip has a blunt free terminus. 

Claims 22, 24-25, 28, 31-34 are allowed.
